DANISH METHOD 


It is the poorer fishermen of Aran who 
apparently suffer most from the activities 
the foreigners. On several occasions 
rwiithoe the Ar.uu men went. out to shoot 
spillets, only to find ‘that the foreign 
trawlers came along and carried off 
spillets, gear and everything else. 

The foreign trawlers appear recently to 
haye,.adopted the Danish fishing method, 
by means of which. two trawlers work 
KA pony and with a wide spread they are 

bie to take up every single available fish. 

Commenting on this aspect of their work, 
Mr. P. Dulargy, owner of the trawler 
Decision, said: ‘‘ Business people are com- 
plaining that they cannot get sufficient 
supplies. of fish, and in Cork the scarcity 
has led to dismissal of members of staffs. 
They say they will have to get a substitate 
for fish, -but what can the Galway fisher- 
men do when they have to stand-helplessly 
here and watch thousands of pounds’ worth 
of fish being landed and carried off to 
Grimsby by pirates?” 


CLADDAGH FISHERMEN 


Like their colleagues in Aran, the 
Claddagh fishermen are being very badly 
hit by the foreign trawlers. These men 
are solely dependent on the sea for a 
living, and with their small boats they 
are helpless against the foreign trawlers. 
The result is that many. fishermen in the 
Claddagh and in “tais are on the verge of

RESIDING at the thirty-eighth annual 
delegate meeting of the Irish Union of 
Distributive Workers and Clerks at 42 

Upper .O’Connell. street, Dublin, yesterday, 
the -President, Mr. E. J. Hayes, said that 
that day they had assembled the largest 
annual meeting in their history. If they were 
to include in their membership’ those who 
were over three months in arrear, and who 
would undoubtedly clear these arrears, they 
ae show the strength of the union at 
' After ing full provision for deprecia- 
tion, bad and doubtful debts, the assets 
stood at the record figure of £29,767 Qs. 1d. 
Those assets had been multiplied four times 
within the past seven years, and that had 
not been accomplished by stinting expenses— 
for instance, within the past two years there 
had been expended in furtherance of the 
policy of the union the sum of £42,650. In 
that period in strike pay alone there had been 
expended £7,000, and in direct cash benefits

ment and death the sum of £5,520. hose 
years had been prolific in achievements ; 
minimum wage rates had been re-established ; 
arrangements for payment during illness had 
been arrived at with the employers; the 
observance of the weekly half-holiday pre- 
ceding and succeeding certain public holidays 
had n settled satisfactorily, and annual 
summer holidays of twelve working days were 
now almost universally observed. 


LIVING-IN SYSTEM 


In the early days it had been impossible 
for a shop assistant to marry. The ‘“‘living- 
in” system then prevailed, with meagre 
‘wages and insecurity in employment. ow 
all this had been changed, and the shop 
assistant, who formerly had no legal 
existence, no vote, now could marry; main- 


to members in respect of sickness, unemploy- | 


tain a decent home and live as a useful 


citizen. 

In that union they never resorted to strike 
except where it is absolutely necessary. They 
were fully aware of the disastrous effects 
which a prolonged strike could have on a 
business which depended for its success on its 

will and on its reputation with the 
public, Unfortunately, they had no other 
weapon but that of the strike, They always 
were prepared, in the case 'of any pendin 
dispute, to take all steps by conference an 
discussion to arrive at a settlement which 
would render a strike unnecessary, 

The cost of living, notwithstanding Govern- 
ment efforts to restrict it, had increased 
énormously, Wages which had been, con- 
sidered reasonable a year ago now were 
found to be entirely inadequate. One of the 
effects of the war and the great increase in 
the cost of commodities had been to bring a 
certain amount of prosperity to: the*distribu- 
tive trades, as revealed in the annual reports 
of the ‘various limited liability companies. 
The problem. was a serious one, but would 
be faced resolutely by the Executive Com- 
mittee. ; i :

Mr. Healy said that in Dublin alone there 
were at least 1,500 unorganised commercial 
travellers. Commercial travellers had been 
treated unfairly in the petrol rationing 
scheme, as the amount given was inadequate 
for their work. 

The annual report having been discussed, 
was adopted. 


THE TRAVELLING SHOP 


A resolution was passed calling on the 
Government to give legislative effect to the 
recommendation. contained in the report of 
the Commission appointed by the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce to inquire into the 
licensing and registration of shops, and 
abolition of the travelluig shop. 

Mr. John Cahill pape who proposed 
the motion, said thet in the West of Ireland, 
in particular, the travelling shop was @ 
menace to traders. If they did not take 
steps to end the menace the small towns 
would be wipea out. 

Mr. 8. Kavanagh (Ballyhaunis) seconded 
the motion. 

The meeting authorised the Executive Com- 
mittee to inaugurate a pension scheme for the 
staff of the union.
